1 A. THURSDAY PAPERS FRONTPAGE RUSSIA SUSPENDS EMIGRANT 
TAXATION. INSIDE SOME HAVE BREZHNEV VISIT HERE, ALSO 
SOVIET SPACESHOT FORESEEN SOON. SOME SALT COMMENT. 

2. BREZHNEV. BALTSUN HAD WASHINGTON REUTER REPORTING 
PRESIDENT NIXON CONFIRMED YESTERDAY BREZHNEV WILL VISIT US 
THIS YEAR AND SAID THEIR TALKS WILL COVER POLICIES TO 
ENSURE PEACE. REUTER ADDS PRESIDENT DIDN' T GIVE A DATE FOR 
VISIT, DISCLOSED VISIT WHEN HE MET IN WHITE HOUSE WITH SIX 
RUSSIAN GYMNASTS. 

2 A. NYTIMES GWERTZMAN WASHINGTON REPORTS ADMINISTRATION 

OFFICIALS SAID WEDNESDAY THEY EXPECT BREZHNEV TO VISIT 
IN JUNE, OFFICIALS ADDING THAT THE DETAILS OF BREZHNEV' S 
TRIP HAVEN 1 T BEEN WORKED OUT. ACCORDING GWERTZMAN, MAIN 
STUMBLING BLOCK HAS BEEN CONGRESSIONAL OPPOSITION TO 
APPROVING TRADE LEGISLATION UNTIL MOSCOW ADOPTS A FREER 
EMIGRATION POLICY BUT TODAY STATE DEPARTMENT OFFICIALS 
EXPRESSED CAUTIOUS OPTIMISM THAT MOSCOW MIGHT HAVE 
DECIDED TO LET SOVIET JEWS DEPART WITHOUT PAYING TAX 
BASED ON EDUCATIONAL ACHIEVEMENT, A STATE DEPARTMENT 
OFFICIAL ADDING THAT SOVIET TAX DECISION AND SHULTZ- 
BREZHNEV MEETING WERE PROBABLY LINKED. GWERTZMAN ADDS 
THAT OTHER SIGNIFICANT DEVELOPMENTS POINTED TO THE DESIRE 
OF ADMINISTRATION AND KREMLIN TO PROVIDE SUITABLE CLIMATE 
FOR NIXON- BREZHNEV MEETING, CITING SIGNATURE YESTERDAY OF 
TWO TRADE CREDIT AGREEMENTS WITH RUSSIANS, NSF ANNOUNCE- 
MENT OF 25 COOPERATIVE SCIENCE PROGRAMS, NIXON MEETING 
WITH GYMNASTS. GWERTZMAN REPORTS ADMINISTRATION 
OFFICIALS SAID SINCE SIGNATURE OF VIETNAM AGREEMENTS 
JANUARY 27 THERE HAS BEEN DISTINCT INPROVEMENT IN RELATIONS 
WITH MOSCOW, ONE OFFICIAL SAYING: THE SOVIETS HAVE SHOWN 
A CLEAR INTEREST IN REACHING AGREEMENT ON A NUMBER OF 
MATTERS AND THEY SEEM IN A RUSH TO DO SO. GWERTZMAN ADDS 
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THAT BEFORE VIETNAM AGREEMENT SOVIET OFFICIALS TOLD 
AMERICAN DIPLOMATS AND JOURNALISTS THAT BREZHNEV VISIT 
WOULD PROBABLY BE DELAYED UNTIL LATE IN YEAR BUT AP-

3. SOVIET POLICIES. WASHPOST DODER LOCAL REPORTS SOVIET 
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UNION REVEALED YESTERDAY THAT IT HAS SUSPENDED THE 8- 
MONTH- OLD DECREE REQUIRING HEAVY EXIT FEES FROM UNIVERSITY- 
EDUCATED SOVIET CITIZENS EMIGRATING TO NON- COMMUNIST 
COUNTRIES, AND MOVE APPEARED TO BE TIMED TO SECURE US

UNION MFN STATUS. DODER SAYS DISCLOSURE ON EMIGRATION

PARKS CITING ONE SOVIET SOURCE: KREMLIN HAD DECIDED AT 
HIGHEST LEVEL THAT IMPROVEMENTS IN SOVIET- AMERICAN RE-
